■ cution evidence ngainat him.

Department Spokesman Lincoln 
White told newsmen the Icnsth 
oC Dean's stay In Wash Inc ton 
would depend on discussions here 
and on 'Tulure developments" . ot 
the deadlpclccd U. S. -British- Rus- 
sian Ocneva test ban talks. 

Asked whether thla meant Dean 
might not rotum to the talks If 
no further progress seems likely 
there White said: 

"I don't want to ffucsstlmnte on 
that. It Is nn open quentlon." 
' He sold none of the western 
powers wanted to test, but cir- 
cumstances could arise in which 
the y woul d be at » dlsadvanuiie 
b«ause~6r~tJlfi^case-wlth-whlch 
the BovleU could undertake secret 
tests, 

This was not taken here to mean 
the United SUtes Is breaking off 
the talks. That decision has not 
yet been made.. 

But While's statement was 
viewed as a clear warning of what 
the united Stales mlRht- do. It 
went farther than President Ken- 
nedy's note to Moscow last week- 
end which said the United States 
could not Indefinitely remain In 
stalemated talks without a RUar- 
antee Russia is not conducting 
secret nuclear teste.

Dr. E. H. Ikard, Goodhig, federal 
veterinarian lor Magic Valley. 

Only one tuberculosb reaetor has 
been found. Dr. Ikard reports. 

The testing program b necessary 
In order to get Twin Falb tilber- 
culosb reoccredlted. Before August 
a total of 13.137 head of cattle will 
have to be tested. 

Tuberculosb reaecredltatlon In 
each county In tha United States 
b accomplished by testing at lenift 
30 per cent ot all cattle every three 
years. Moreover, according to ted- 
era! .regulations, "all herds con- 
taining reootors with advanced 
tuberculosb disclosed In the coun- 
ty within the past 13 years shall 
be Included In the tests for area 
rea ceredl tatlon," 

Testing of 30 per cent of the 
cattle has been done every three 
years, alnce Ifl33, in Twin Falb 
county. Lost reaecredltatlon was 
accomplished In Aug^ 1, lOSfi. 
' No county can be reaccredlted 
unless thgJntectlon b less than S 
per cent flf thb-cattle population, 
added l^r.. Ikard. The county pco- 
gram b part ot the state - federal 
plan for eventually erndlcatlnn 
tuberculosis .

dren who (Uttered severe or fatal 
polio atUcks ore In the group 
who have had their tonsils out, 
suggesting that tbe.cruel virus ex- 
periences dltflcultyln crosslnt the 
tonsllar' barrier. > 

For oome years, nyiny of _ 
hsvo suspected that most of the 
benefits attributed to tonslllee- 
tomy were actually the result of 
the removal of the adenoid tissue 
that most careful surgeons scrape 
away at the time of the tonsllar 
operation. so-^Ued "T and A,' 
meaning tonsillectomy and ade- 
noldectomy (-ectomy Indicates re- 
moval. ot on organ or tissue).

Now, a favorite place tor adenoid 
growth Is the. back of the nose. 
Here In what's called the vault 
of the naso-pharynx, It flnd< a| 
small enclosed area mcnsurlnn' 
about '4-lnch In width and nbout 
U-lnch In depth In the averane 
youngster. 

Under normal clrcimutances the 
air you breathe In through your 
nostrils passes through the nose, 
where It's .filtered and warmed, 
and then out UirougJi the bnck 
door of each nostril (posterior 
nares) to flow down the windpipe 
and Into the lungs. 

When adenoid tissue flits this 
vault, the passage of olr Is ob- 
structed. The child then- neces- 
sarily breathes through lU mouth. 
It snores when It sleeps. And, to 
make mattera worse, this adenoid 
tissue is soggy and furnishes an 
Ideal place for bacUria) nesting. 

Thus the "adenoidal" child has 
plugged nostrils, a runny nose, 
frequent "colds" and sinus attacks, 
repeated ear Infections (from 
shutting off of the eustachian tube 
that runs -from the nosophii^x 
to the middle ear), dlmlnuUon In 
the acuity ot hearing, bad breath 
and mental dullness from the nc- 
cumulated disturbances of sleep 
and hearing. 

And aU (his may be chanced 
by a simple operation that con- 
sists merely In scraping out-thls 
denold tissue much as one would 
k'ted a' garden. 

Whether adenoldectomy should 
be accompanied by tonsillectomy 
li a matter that the future will 
have to decide. Few parenLi would 
welcome the trouble and exp-u.w 
of separate operations. But, if your 
child Is to have a tonsUlcctoniy. 
you should deimand an adenoldec- 
tomy at the same time.
